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DETAILED ACTION 

This paper is filed in response to the board decision rendered on 10/30/08. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 8, 10, 12 thru 14, 16 thru 19, 22, 25, and 29 thru 31 are allowed. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of record, either singularly or 
in combination, do not teach or suggest at least a nitride semiconductor device comprising an 
integrated circuit, comprising: collector, base, and emitter semiconductor layers of a bipolar 
transistor, the semiconductor layers forming a vertical sequence on the substrate in which 
intrinsic portions of two of the semiconductor layers are sandwiched between the top surface of 
the substrate and a remaining top one of the semiconductor layers, wherein the substrate includes 
a subcollector that forms an electrical contact for the collector layer, the entire subcollector being 
located outside of the portion of the substrate that is vertically below part of the base layer.
